NOT BE HASTY 
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Mayor’s Garbage Message Is 
Temporarily Held Up, 


TIME WANTED TO CONSIDER 


WHY THE CITY CAN TERMINATE 
BUTLER’S CONTRACT. 


Friends of the Message in Favor of 
Municipal Handling of Garbage 
Active in Showing Faults of 
Present System. 


Chairman William M. Horton of the 
Council committee on Sanitary affairs, to 
which was referred Mayor Wells’ mes- 
sage ON Karbage reduction and the possible 
purchase by the city of the St. Louis San- 
itary Co.'s plant, says the committee will 
not meet Friday or Saturday, and possibly 
mot next week. 


“The Council is just getting organized,’’ 
said Mr. ilorton to the Post-Dispatch Fri- 
day morning, “‘and it is too early to fore- 
Bhadow legislation. 1 prefer not to express 
an opinion on the subject of a municipal 
garbage reduction plant until I shall have 
studied the question more thoroughly. 

The committee will investigate the sub- 
ject in all its bearings before submitting 
@ report or originating an ordinance.” 

Both President Hornsby and Mr. Horton 
Btated that, so far as they knew. none of 
the councilmen have framed an ordinance 
to provide for the disposition of the gar- 
bage after the expiration of the contract 
with the St. Louis Sanitary Co., Sept. 23, 
1901. 

The members of the sanitary committee 
of the Council are: Messrs. Horton and 
Schnell, Republicans, and Mr. tibson, 
Democrat. 

Some comment has been caused by «the 
fatt that Mr. Horton, who is contesting 
t election of James J. Butler to Con- 
gress, should be chairman of the commit- 
tee to which will be referred bills vital- 
ly affecting the Butler interests in the 
next two years. 

Mr. Horton smiled when 
Was called to this fact, and remarked 
that he did not think the colncidence 
had occurred to President Hornsby in 
naming his committees. 


City Could 
Abrogate Contract. 


Advocates of municipal control of both 
Barbage collection and reduction \ plants, 
who have studied the subject closely, say 
the contract with the Excelsior Hauling 
and Transfer Co. ‘could be terminated at 
any time by the board of health. 

Section 19 of the city’s contract with the 
comparry anf its sureties, James Cagnpbel! 
and Edward Butler, reads as follows: 

“The contract for the removal of dead 
animals: and garbage may be terminated 
at any time by the ard of health, when- 
ever the contractor shall refuse or neglect 
to perform any of the stipulations thereof, 
and as to the fact of such refusal or 
néegiect the said board shall reserve to it- 
self the exclusive right of determining."’ 

Section 20 says: “Whenever the con- 
tractor fails or neglects to perform his 
work, or any portion thereof, or whenever 
the board of health shall have terminated 
his contract, the board of health shal! have 
the power to provide for the removal of 
dead animals and garbage in such manner 
as it may deem best for the interests of 
the city.” 

The complaints of non-collection of gar- 
bage, which pile up each summer at the 
office of the board of health; the practice 
of leaving dead animals in the streets for 
days at a time, when the contract says 
they shall be removed within six hours of 
daylight time after notice is given, and 
the alleged daily and almost hourly viola- 
tions of other sections of the contract fur- 
nish, in the minds of unprejudiced citizens, 
reasons why the béard of health could 
legally terminate the contract.

Mrs. McNally Fears Hus- 
band Will Shoot Her. 


HE HAS SOLD “GREEN GOODS” 


SHE NOW DECLARES SHE DID NOT 
KNOW HIS RECORD. 


NEW YORK, April 19.—‘‘Jimmy’’ Mc- 
Nally, the former ‘‘green goods king,’’ who 
has been chasing his wife about Boston for 
the last two days, has returned to this 
city. His wife got back ahead of him, and 
is in hiding with friends. She professes to 


be fearful he will carry out the threat he 
is said to have made to shoot her on sight. 
Mrs. McNally was a cloak model in one 
of the big dry goods stores when she met 
her husband, and he had only recently fin- 
ished a term in the state prison at Joliet, Ill. 
She says she knew nothing of his record un- 
til months after they were married. To a 
reporter she told the circumstances sur- 
rounding her hasty marriage. She explained, 
too, how it was that she happened two days 
ago to be stopping at the Westminster in 
Boston with the mother of Frank Voorhess, 
a Princeton sonege raduate. 

“IT was living in rinceton,”’ she said, 
‘“‘while Frank Voqrhees was in college there. 
I was introduced to him one night at a 
public entertainment and we became well 
acquainted. *The more I saw of him the 
better I liked him, and fm the course of a 
few weeks we became engaged. His mother 
knew nothing of it at the time, and when 
he told her later she was much displeased. 
She did not like the idea of her son marry- 
ing a young woman who had to earn her 
own living and who was not known in so- 
ciety. Frank said we'd have to wait, and I 
— with him and came away to New 

ork. 

‘l obtained a position as a cloak model 
and boarded in West. Forty-third street. 
Mr. McNally and his brother came to live 
in the same house and | saw them day aft- 
er day at the dinner table. That was the 
way we met. 

‘Jim was very quiet and gentlemanly and 
very jolly when he wanted to be. He took 
a fancy to me. I was suffering frem a per- 
petual case of blues because of my quarrel 
with Mr. Voorhees, and I found a good deal 
of relief in Jim’s company. [I was given to 
understand that he owned a large stock 
farm and was wealthy and when. at the 
end of a few weeks’ time, he asked me to 
marry him, I consented. We were married 
by a minister and for a time I was very 
happy. Jim had P rms of of money and we 
went about a good deal.

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paper, but would not belleve it until he told 
me so himself. He claimed that he had re- 


it. IT lived with him until a few months ago, 
when I could stand it no longer. I got a po- 
sition as a cloak model and left him. 

‘Tl happened to meet Mr. Voorhees by 
chance one day on the street and told him 
my story. He was very sympathetic. I do 
not care to go into details except that at 
the time Jim came to Boston was the 
guest of Mrs. Voorhees. I hope to get a 
divoree from Jim in the near future, and 
that is all T will say for the present. 

McNally ts still bent upon finding his wife, 
but denies that he threatened to shoot her 
in Boston. He took up his stand yesterday

NOT ENOUGH CHAIRMANSHIPS 


“SNAKE” KINNEY WILL DIRECT 
EDUCATIONAL AFFAIRS. 


Geraghty Will Probably Be Chairman 
of the Public Improvements Com- 
mittee and John J. Burke of 
Railroad Legislation. 


Speaker James H. Cronin of the House 
of Delegates will announce the permanent 
committees of that body at Friday night’s 
meeting, and members of the House ma- 
jority are anxiously awaiting the speaker's 
announcement to learn where they are to 
stand in the councils of the combine. 

Speaker Cronin has twenty allies in the 
House and only fourteen chairmanships to 
distribute 

In the caucus which preceded his election, 
he agreed on a partial list of committee 
appointments. Since that time two new 
members, John Fontana and T. J. Buckley, 
have been admitted to the House, and the 
scheme of committees has been disar- 
ranged, so that only a few favored mem- 
bers of the majority know just where they 
are to stand. 

The two committees which have been ap- 


pointed thus far are the ways and means 

committee, composed of Delegates Sween- 

ey, Kelly, Hannigan, Williams and Koeln, 

and the committee on election and registra, 

ay Delegates Howard. Burke and Zach- 
z. 

The ways and means committee is first 
in importance. Its chief task of the year is 
in preparing the annual appropriation bill, 
in which work it is supposed to co-operate 
with the same committee in the Council. 
Appropriation bills which come up during 
the year may be referred to this committee 
or t6 some other, according to the object 
of the proposed appropriation. 

Next in importance comes the public im- 
provements committee. Into its hands come 
all bills for street reconstruction, alley im- 
provements, yoe sewers and waterworks 
extensions. he committee can Keep public 
work moving by considering and reporting 
bills promptly, or it can block progress by 
allowing the bills sent to it by the board of 
public improvements to accumulate in its 
pox. The ‘‘holding-up”" policy was very 
popular in the last House, until a general 
public demand for action caused a partial 
cieaning out of the box shortly before the 
election. 


Other Chairmanships 

Cronin Will Distribute. 

It is™generally “believed thet Delegate 
Charles L. Geraghty. of the Twenty-sev- 
enth ward will be named as chairman of 
the public improvements committee. Del- 


egate W. R. Faulkner of the Twenty- 
third is also mentioned for the place. 

The importance of the railroad commilt- 
tee depends oon the amount of railroad 
legislation which comes in during the ses- 
sion. The only matters which this com- 
mittee had to consider at the last session 
were switch bills until the Suburban bill 
came up. The committee made nice prog- 
ress with this measure until the property 
owners on the streets which the new line 
was to traverse secured an injunc*ion 
against its passage. It is considered a cer- 
tainty that the Suburban bill will be re- 
vived at the present session in some form. 

John J. Burke of the Sixteenth ward is 
slated for chairman of the railroad com- 
mittee. 

The duties of the sanitary committee 
usually consist of considering dairy bills 
and measures prepared by the foard of 
health, such as the pure food and milk in- 
spection bills, which died in the last 
House. At this session a new importan-:s 
is conferred on this committee by the 
pending question whether the city whall re- 
new its garbage reduction contract or buy 
the Butler plant and reduce its own gar- 
bage in future. 

Sd Koeln of the Eleventh ward, which is 
Health Commissioner Starkloff's ward, is 
talked of as a possible selection for chair- 
man of the committee, but the fact that 
he is a Republican, although a member of 
the Cronin combine, is held by some mem- 
bers to make him ineligible for so impor- 
tant a place. 


Speaker Will Get 

Even With Murrell. 

The duties of the legislation committee 
are just what the speaker wishes to make 
them. They usually receive the biils 


which are difficult to classify, or whicn 
two or more of the other committees might 
otherwise claim. Delegates Gazzalo of the 
Fifteenth ward and Brennan of the Twen 
ty-sixth are spoken of as possible selec: 
tions for this chairmanship.

Kelly and Hannigan (Dems), who are not 
wholly in accord with Cronin, were pro- 
vided for in the ways and means commit- 
tee, and are not likely to be chairmen of 
anything. 

The House will meet at 7 p. m., Friday.

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LONDON, April 19.—Taken as a whole 
the comments of the country on the propos- 
als of the chancellor of the exchequer in 
the budget statement, presented yesterday, 
cannot be regarded as unfavorable. 

The preliminary budget statement shows 
that the revenue of the government for the 
Year will be $650,000,0009 and the expenditures 
$945,000,000, 1eaving the enormous deficit of 
$2(5,000,000 over and above the product of the 
Special war tax heretofore levied. 

The total expenditure to be provided for 
during the next fiscal year is $935,000,000, 


which is an increase of $165,000,000 over the 
previous fiscal year. 

The income tax is to be increased 2 pence 
on the £1, sugar is to be taxed 4 and 2 
ae per hundredweight, an export duiy 

to be levied upon coal and the sinking 
fund is to be suspended. 

The cost of the Soer war to date is about 

,000,000, and may go to $1,000,000,000 Le- 
fore it is ended. It is proposed to borrow 
$600, 000,000. 

The outstanding feature of the public's re- 
ception of the budget .is the outcry from 
the coal districts, and, in a lesser degree, 
from the businesses affected by the sugar 
tax. In coal centers the export duty is re- 
garding as confirming the idea in some 
radical quarters that the government is 
riding for a fall, but the well-informed con- 
sider it possible that the chancellor of the 
exchequer will be induced to exempt from 
the new duty all contracts made prior to 
today, thus relieving the pressure on the 
middlemen who have bought or sold coal! 
for future delivery. 

This, it is believed, will go far to recon- 
cile the coal trade generally to the new im- 
position. In the meanwhile, however, the 
Opposition of the coal owners is augment- 
ing hourly. The chambers of commerce in 
the coal districts are protesting in vigorous 
terms. The Cardiff exporters scent ruin and 
their markets being captured by American 
and German coal. The manufacturers, on 
the other hand, flatter themselves that the 
effect of the tax will be to lower prices 
and lessen competition in iron and steel. 


The grocers advanced sugar a half penny 
per pound this morning in London. British 
refined sugars were very strong and jumped 
2 shillings to 2 shillings and 6 pence a hun- 
dredweight. 

The Scotch manufacturing confectioners 
and preserve makers advanced prices: 4 
wehap and 6 pencé and 2 shillings and 6 
peace jper hundredweight respectively. The 

cotch sugar refiners have put on 3 shillings

CANADA'S RAILWAY PLANS. 


Hill’s Pacific Railroad Is Assured iy 
Passage of the Bill. 

TORONTO, Ont., April 19.—The govern- 
ment of Canada passed two bills through 
the railway committee which virtually se- 
cure a second. independent railway to the 
Pacific coast. The first bill was that pro- 
moted by J. J. Hill for connecting his 
United States railway system with the im- 
mense coal fields of British Columbia, where 
hitherto the Canadian Pacific had no com- 
petitor. The main conditions of the char- 
ter are no discrimination in coal prices or 
freight rates, no amalgamation or pooling 
with other railways in the district and the 
government to name maximum freight 
rates. The government retains control of 
15,000 square miles of coal land which it 
may put on the market any time or operate. 
e second bill confirms the sale made 
by President Mellen of all Northern Pacific 
Manitoba lines to the Canadian Northern, 
the government retaining the power to 
name maximum freight rates. he Man- 
itoba government is given power to guar- 
antee the Canadian Northern bonds and to 
Panes all the old Northern Pacific lines 
f it so desires at the end of 30 years. 


VOLUNTEERS MUSTERED OUT. 


Men From 33d and 34th Infantry Win 
Their Final Papers. 
SAN FRANCISCO, April 19.—Two regi- 
ments, the Thirty-third and Thirty-fourih 
Volunteer Regiments, recently returned 
from Manila, have been mustered out. ‘i'ha 
Twenty-eighth and Thirty-fifth Infantry, 
now in camp at the Presidio, expect to be 


mustered out of service April 30. 

Although there are very few troops here 
now under orders for the Philippines, the 
transports will be rushed there as quickly 
as possible £0 as to be in Manila to bring 
home all the volunteers to be mustered oul 
by the ist of July. In accordance with 
this program the Thomas will sail frum 
here on Saturday and the Warren on the 
25th. The assignments to the Thomas so 
far consist of 217 recruits and 20 casuals, 
under the command of Lieut. W. A. Lieb- 
ler. The ‘Twenty-fourth Infantry and 150 
marines have been assigned to the War- 
ren. 


ARGENTINE FEARS CHILI. 


The Latter Has Opened Warlike Passes 
Through the Andes. 
PUENOS AYRES, April 19.—The Argen- 
tine government is alarmed by the an- 
nouncement that Chill has opened a pass 
through the Andes at every strategetical 
point leading into Argentine territory. 
Minister of Foreign Affairs Alcorta con- 
ferred with the Chilian minister here, but 
as the latter was about to start for Sant- 
jago, Chili, he decided not to send a written 
communication to that republic. 
Chill will be asked to explain her action, 
however, before the Chi‘ian minister to Ar- 
eentine arrives home. The Argentine min- 
ister in Chill will be mae ea to request an 
e x planation.

The President Will Visit

JUSTICE GRAY’S aang LAN- 
GUAGE IN HIS DECISION. 


LEGAL DOMICILE PREREQUISITE 


Failure to Observe Statutory Require- 
ments Invalidates Divorces in 
Other States. 


WASHINGTON, April 19.—Justice Gray of | 


the United States Supreme Court has 
handed down his written opinion on the di- 
vorce cases, as orally rendered last Monday, 

Of the three cases decided, only one, that 
of Streitwolf vs. Streitwolf, dealt with a 
Dakota divorce case. In that case the hus- 
band, a resident of Brunswick, N. J., had 
visited North Dakota for three weeks in 
May, 1597, and in August of that year re- 
turned and instituted his suit for divorce 


three days after his arrival the second time, 
never having mentioned his May visit to 
any of his friends or reiatives in the dis- 
trict. The decision in the case, aside from 
the recital of the history of it, was very 
brief, being in the following words: 

“The law of North Dakota requires a 
dimicite in good faith of the Hibel.ant for 
ninety days as a prerequisite to jurisdiction 
in a case of divorce. The facts in evidence 
warranted and, indeed, required, the find- 

that the husband had no bona fide dom- 
icile in North Dakota when he obtained a 
divorce «here, and it is not pretended that 
the wife had an independent domicile in 
North Dakota or was ever in that state. 
The court of that state, therefore, had no 
jurisdiction.”’ 

The other case in which an outside decree 

fas negatived was that of Bell vs. Bell, 
the parties to which resided in Erie County, 
N. Y. The case originated in 189, and the 
husband, Frederick, resisted the wife's pro- 
ceedings in the Supreme Court of rie 
County. The decree of divorce which he 
claimed to have secured from a Pennsyl- 
vania court was reversed. The wife charged 
that this decree was fraudulent, and the 
court sustained the charge, holding that 
Bell never had resided in Pennsylvania. 
Sustaining that decree, Justice Gray said 

‘The question in this case is of the valid- 
ity of the divorce obtained by the husband 
in Pennsylvania. No valid divorce from 
the bond of matrimony can be decreed on 
constructive service by the courts of a state 
in which neither party is domiciled. And 
by the law of Pennsylvania a petitioner 
for a divorce must have had bona fide resi- 
dence within the state for one year next be- 
fore the filing of the petition. Therefore, 
the court in Pennsylvania had no jurisdic- 
tion of the husband’s suit for divorce, be- 
cause neither party had a domicile in Penn- 
eylvania, and the decree of divorce was en- 
titled to no faith and credit in New York or 
in any other state.”’ 

The only case of the three {n which the 
court sustained the decree was that of 
Atherton vs. Atherton. In that case the 
record showed that the Athertons had re- 
sided in Kentucky, but that the wife de- 
serted her husband and returned to her 
home in New York. The husband brought 
sult tn Kentucky, his lawyer notifying, or 
attempting to notify, Mrs. Atherton of the 
action by sending her a ARS of a eti- 
tion through the mail. york 
courts held the decree to be inv alld "bat the 
decision was overruled. Justice Gray said: 

“In this case the divorce in Kentucky 
was by the court of the state which had 
been the undoubted domicile of the hus- 
band, and which was the only matrimonial 
domicile of the husband and wife. The 
single question to be decided is the valid- 
ity of that divorce, granted after such no- 
tice had been given as was required by the 
statutes of Kentucky.”’ 

Continuing, the court said that there had 
been due compliance with the law, even 
though Mrs. Atherton had failed to receive 
the leter inclosing a copy of the petition for 
divorce. 

“The question,’’ said Justice Gray In that 
connection, “is not whether she had actual 
notice of the proceedings, but whether such 
reasonable steps had been taken to give 
her notice as to bind her by the decree in 
the state of the domicile. We are of opin- 
ion that the undisputed facts show that 
such efforts as were required by the stat- 
utes of Kentucky were actually made to 

ive the wife actual notice of the suit filed 
n Kentucky, s0 as to make the decree of 
the court there granting aivorce upon the 

round that she had abandoned her hus- 
and as binding on her as if she had been 
served with notice in Kentucky, or had vol- 
untarily appeared in the suit. Binding her 
to that full extent, it established beyond 
contradiction that she had abandoned her 
husband and precluded her from asserting 
that she left him on account of his cruel 
treatment.’ 

Justice Gray then concludes that as the 
proceeding was regular, the decree is en- 
titled to as great credit by the courts of 
the State of New York as it receives in Ken- 
tucky.

FIVE MEMBERS OF ROYAL FAM- 
ILIES ON THE BLACK LIST.

The Emperor of Germany, Czar of Rus- 
sia, King and Queen of Italy and 
Count of Turin Marked for 
Assassination. 


BUENOS AYRES, April 19.—Police of the 
town of Rosario, in the provinoe of Santa 
Fe, have seized papers which prove that a 
plot against the lives of the Imperor of 
Germany, the Czar of Russia, the King and 
Queen of Italy and the Count’ Turin was 
recenily laid at Paterson, N. J. Investiga- 
tion was begun here on the receipt of dis- 
patches from Berlin announcing that the 
police of that city had discovered a plot 
against the life of Emperor Wiiliam. These 
dispatches stated that anarchists from Ar- 
gentine were the movVjing spirits in the plan 
and that one named Romagnoli had been 
arrested. 

The movements of Romagnoli, who re- 
cently left this country, were traced by gov- 
ernment agents. It was found that he came 
from Rosario, where an anarchist society 
has long been in existence. The police of 
that town immediately began an investiga- 
tion and finally made a raid upon the quar- 
ters of some of the most poominent anarch- 
ists. Important papers bearing upon the 
organization of the socitey were seized. 

"Ehese showed that Romagnoli acted upon 
direct orders from Paterson. A letter was 
gent to him telling him that he had been 
chosen by lot to kill the German Emperor 
@nd instructing him to go immediately to 
Berlin. He left Rosario soon afterward and 
sailed from this port. 

He did not go directly to Germany, but to 
Rome, where it is supposed he communi- 
cated with Itallan anarchists. He then 
went fo New York, evidently to receive final 
instructions from the leaders in Paterson. 
He came to Argentine again ané held com- 
munication with his friends, and then galled 
for Germany, where he -was arrested be- 
fore he could execute his orders. 

Whether any specific action has been tak- 
en to carry out the resolution of the Pater- 
gon society for the assassination of the Czar 
of Russia and the Italian rulers the police 
‘will not say. The German, Italian and Rus- 
sian legations, however, have been placed 
in possession of the facts

JUDGE FERRISS INVESTIGATING 


LUURT ASKS REP 


THINKS THEY CAUSE CRIME 


—_—- —- - + rrr 


Directs Chief Kiely to Gather Statis- 
tics of Arrests Traced to This 
Cause. 


Judge Franklin Ferriss of the criminal di- 
vision of the Circuit Court has requested 
Chief of Police Kiely to prepare for him 
an estimate of the number of persons ar- 
rested during the past six months on the 
charge of carrying concealed weapons. 

Judge Ferriss intimated to the Post-Dis- 
patch that the information will be used by 
him either as the basis of a letter to May- 
or Wells or in the preparation of special 


instructions to the grandjury to be deliv- 
ered by him from the bench. 

While he disclaims the role of crusader, 
he frankly expresses his belief that 9) per 
cent of the arrests made by the police can 
be traced to a failure to enforce the law 
prohibiting the carrying of concealed arms. 

‘The idea of calling attention to the be- 
lief that our officials do not strictly en- 
force this law is the result of my observa- 
tion while engaged upon the criminal busi- 
ness of this court,’ said Judge Ferriss. 

“I am interested in learning the propor- 
tion of arrests within a period of time, 

rhere the crime has been suggested to the 
culprit by the possession of a weapon which 
he is unlawfully carrying. The disposition 
of these cases in the courts will show, on 
the other hand, how effectively justice is 
being meted out. 

“IT am convinced that very few offenders 
against the concealed Weapon statute are 


the severe punishment provided for by the 
law !s not applied by the officials who are 
charged with the duty of meting it out. 

“fhe mayor is authorized to {ssue per- 
mits to persons who are entitled, in his 
judgment. to go armed in defense of prop- 
erty or their own persons, and he has the 

ower to remit any fines which may have 
een assessed against one who offends in 
this regard. If this power is used by him 
without extreme caution he is assisting 
rather than helping to suppress it. Often 
the remitting of a fine or other punish- 
ment inflicted by a police magistrate con- 
trudicts the purpose of the lesson sougnt 
to be impressed by the court which has 
passed sentence. It is aiso a question 
whether the lower courts are not dealing 
too lightly with most of the cases of this 
character.”’ 

Chief Iiely is now engaged in preparing 
the statement which is required, and ex- 
pects to deliver it to Juage Ferriss in a 
few days.

STEEL ORDERS FROM ABROAD. 


Gut of Many Received, One Order Is 
for $780,000. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, April 19.—That the $1,00v.- 
000,000 steel trust is going to enter the for- 
eign field with all possible dispatch is 
shown by a contract made within the last 
few hours. 

The Carnegie Steel Co. has been awarded 
a contract for 20,000 tons of steel plates py 
the Harland & Wolff Shipbuilding Co. of 
Belfast, treland. This is the largest con- 
tract ever placed in this country for steel 
plates. It 1s, worth $780,000. 

A majority of the Clyde shipbuilding con- 
cerns havé recently made contracts wi 
American mills for their steel plate re- 
quirements for many months ahead. The 
contracts are being placed now for fear 
that the trust will shortly advance prices. 

Another important steel contract ais 
been made by the Dundee Corporation of 
Dundee, Scotland, with the Lorain Steel 
Co. of -orain, O., for 1500 tons of steel 
rails, to be used in completing the tramway 
system of that city. 

The same concern has been awarded a 
contract for 450 tons of rails, fish plates, 
etc., for the Glasgow Municipal Road.

In view of the clause providing that the city may purchase 
the plant at a price agreed upon by appraisers and of the 
amount of money paid by the city for the reduction of the 
garbage the public has a deep interest in the profit of gar- 
bage reduction. Citizens have a right to know all about the 
plant, its operation and profit. 

Mr. Blakely says that the corporation has declared no divi- 
dend, but admits that a large amount of the earnings of the 
plant has been expended in improvements and that a profit 
could be made in the business. Well-informed men estimate 
that the actual profits of the business are large. 

It may safely be assumed that the garbage reduction plant 
is in condition to make good profits and that the profits will 
increase steadily. 

If the business of garbage reduction is profitable in itself the 
city ought not to pay anything for the reduction of its gar- 
bage. On the contrary, the city ought to enjoy the profit in 
the reduction of its garbage. The city needs all the money it 
can raise. 

The question of securing a more advantageous arrangement 
under a new contract, or by acquiring and operating the plant 
is a practical] business question. It offers an excellent test of 
the business capacity of a business administration. The ex- 
piration of the contract with the clause providing for its pur- 
chase offers a good opportunity to make another practicable 
advance in municipal ownership. The task of finding ways 
and means is in the hands of the new administration. 
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Railroader Hill has cleared $4,000,000 in Wall street by buy- 
ing railroad stock which rose because it was supposed that he 
was purchasing to bring about a great consolidation. A rail- 
road magnate has great opportunities to make money outside 
of his office. 
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If a concerted and vigorous attack is to be made upon 
Christian Science by the clergy of all the evangelical denom- 
inations, there may be a considerable decrease of the apathy 
complained of in the churches. Everywhere there is an ex- 
traordinary interest in this subject. 

The Administration now promises free trade with Porto 
Rico in three months. This ought to insure free trade with all 
colonies of the United States. What ts to become of the in- 
dustries competing with colonial products? 
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There is a bill in the Massachusetts Legislature to prohibit 
corporations from restricting their customers in the purchase 
of their exclusive goods. The enforcement of such a law would 
affect trust business a good deal.

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Easy Lessons in Spanish. 
LESSON T. 

Readers who have followed the French 
lessons will find their knowledge of French 
useful in the study of Spanish. The Span- 
ish language is easier to acquire than the 
French, Yecause it is simpler, especially 
the pronunciation. 

As a rule, every syllable is sounded in 
Spanish, and there are no silent final vow- 
els. The idioms are simpler, and the nu- 
merous and rounded vocal sounds give the 
language a wonderful beauty. Not only 
for the World's Fair, but for use in busi- 
ness and communication with our Spanish- 
American neighbors this tongue is well 
worth studying. 


Introductory Phrases. 


Habla V. Castellano? 

(Ahbla oosty Castelyano?) 

Do you speak Spanish? 

Un poco. 

(Oon poco.) 

A little. 

Note—Habla V. Castellano is an idiom. 
Literally it is Speaks his worship Castil- 
ian? V. is a contraction for vuestra merced, 
hig worship. As you know, Spaniards are 
excessively polite, and everybody is ‘his 
worship” in cenversing. Vestra merced, 
yronounced In its contracted form ‘“oosty,”’ 
s the equivalent of our ‘‘you,’’ but takes 
the verb in third person. 

In the plural the V. is doubled, thus V. 
V., and is pronounced oostedais. 

Buenns dias, caballero? 

(Booainos deeahs, cabalyairo?) 

Good morning, sir. 


Caballero is derived from caballo (cab- 
alyo), a horse, as by courtesy, every gentic- 
ound 
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man is supposed to be a horseman. 


We may also fay: 

Buenos dias, senor. 

(Booainos deeahs, sainyor.) 

Good day, sir. 

Senor 1s equivalent to our Mr. Senora 
(Sainyora), Mrs., and Senorita (Sainyoree- 
ta), Miss. 

Caballero, es V. Espanol? 

(Cabalyairo ais oosty Espanyol.) 

Are you a Spaniard, sir? 

Si senor, para servira V. 

(See sainyor, para sairveer ah oosty.) 

Yes, sir, 1 ami 

Note.—Para servir a V. is an idiom, 
meaning for to serve his worship, or at 
your service, used for politeness’ sake. 

Students of French will notice at once 
that servir is the infinitive mode. Spanish 
has but three regular verbs, the infinitives 
of which end in ar, er and ir. As amar, 
to love: temer, to fear; servir, to serve. 
The French language has four, besides 
more irregular verbs. 

It may be well to conclude this lesson by 
an example of the conjugation of the pres- 
ent tense, indicative mode of each of these 
regular verbs. 

Amar, to love. 

Amo, I love: amas, 
loves: amamos. we love; amais, 
aman, they love. 

Temer, to fear. 

Temo, I fear; temes, you fear; teme, he 

fears: tememos, we fear; temeis, you 
fear: temen, they fear. 

Servir, to serve. 

Servo, I serve; serves you serve; serve 
he serves; servimos, we serve; servies, you 
serve; serven, they serve. 

Do not forget that each syllable Is sound- 
ed.

to Be Established. 


ST. LOUIS MEN 


NEWS CONFIRMED BY MAYOB, 


STEPHENS OF EAST ST. LOUIS. 


Wegotiations Are Also Pending for the 
Erection of a Cotton Goods Factory 
to Employ 1000 or 1500 
Men. 

East St. Louis gets a smelting plant. It 


is to be erected by a syndicate with a capi- 
tal stock of $500,000. St. Louis and New 


York capitalists are said to be interested | 


in the enterprise. 

The object is to smelt lead from the Jop- 
lin and Webb City (Mo.) and Arkansas min- 
ing districts. The projectors claim that 
they can ship the ore to East St. Louis 
more cheaply than they can buy and trans- 
port fuel to their present plant. 

The shipping facilities of Bast St. Louis |! 
offer an additional inducement to the enter- 
prise. 

Mayor M. M. Stephens told the Post-Dis- 
patch Friday that the matter had been 
under consideration for several months. 
He said that representatives of the syndi- 
cate had been in the city looking at avail- 
able sites and learning prices of real es- 
tate. He had not been apprised of the 
purchase of a location. 

It is understood that work on 
anes will be started this summer and 
finish before fall. 

Mayor Stephens said that negotiations 
were — ending for a cotton goods fac- 
tory, —. that would give employ- 
ment mv 000 or 1500 operatives. St. Louis 
capital is behind the enterprise. The plant 
will create fabrics from raw cotton. 

“IT have no doubt of its coming,”’ said the 
mayor. “In fact, I had expected that the 
buildings would be wel! under way by this 
time. The promoters have three such fac- 
tories and it is their intention to combine 
them into one of increased magnitude at 
East St. Louis. It will be a great institution 
for our town, because it will give employ- 
ment to local labor.’

SEARCH FOR TREASURE 


INDIANA FARMER IS DIGGING UP 
HIS FARM, 


THOUGHT TO BE IN A CHEST 


He Says It Was Buried by the Man 
Who Formery Owned 
the Place. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., April) 19.—Alvin 
Trayler, a farmer living near Petersburg, 
has 25 men at work digging up his farm, 
foot by foot. Trayler is convinced that his 
farm is the burying-place of a fortune in 
$20 gold pieces. In order to uncover the 
money he has begun the task of turning up 
every inch of his 160-acre tract of land. 

According to Trayler, nearly half a cen- 
tury ago, Carl Schurman, a Mississippi riv- 
er gambler, purchased the land and paid for 
it in $20 gold pieces. Among the household 
goods that he brought with him to the 
Pike County home was an iron-bound chest 


that was said to contain more $20 gold 
pleces. After Schurman took up his resi- 
dence upon the farm, he lived alone and 
planted and reaped until the neighbors 
about him circulated fabulous Stories of 
his supposed wealth. 

As Schurman grew old and feeble and ill- 
health beset him, Trayler befriended him, 
and, after Schurman’s death, a letter was 
found addressed to Trayler in which it was 
declared that no heirs were in existence and 
that the farm was bequeathed to Trayler in 
partial payment of the latter’s kindness in 
time of distress. The letter was accepted as 
a will and Trayler succeeded to the farm, 
the house and the household goods. 

Trayler was firm in the conviction that 
somewhere about the premises was the 
chest that had occasioned so much com- 
ment among the neighbors. He tore up the 
floor of the hut and searched the house lot, 
but without success. The circle of search 
gradually widened until Trayler began to 
think seriously of turning up the soll of the 
entire farm, A short time later this decision 
was reached and the work of investigating 
every foot of the ground has begun in sys- 
tematic order. 

In addition to this Trayler has resorted to 
every conceivable = in the hope of lo- 
potas the hidden treasure. He has traced 
imaginary lines with certain fixed objects 
as his basis, and, where these lines would 
intersect, he has conducted the search per- 
sonally in his efforts to locate the treasure. 
These. efforts likewise failed and the final 
result was the determination to employ a 
corps of men and go at the work with sys- 
tem and in earnest. He estimates that the 
search will continue a fortnight longer. 


DEATH CAME IN STREET CAR 


John Bergmann, Jr., Stricken on a Car, 
Expired in O’Falion Park Po- 
lice Station. 


John Bergmann of 4282 Natural Bridge 
Road received his death stroke in a street 
car at Broadway and Carrie street at 7 
o'clock and expired in the O’Fallon Park 
station after he had entrusted his wife and 
three children to the care of his father, 
John Bergmann, Sr., who arrived at the 
scene of his son's death in time to hear his 


last request. 

The father was carried to his son’s side at 
breakneck speed in a wagon driven by a 
stranger Samaritan, whom the police sent 
io the St. Louis car shops at 8000 North 
Broadway. The run from that point to 6200 
Broadway, where the street car had been 
stopped, was made in 25 minutes. 

Passengers in the car stood about the 
strange death-bed and kept back the press 
of people who surrounded the car. and 
peered into windows and doors. Cushions 
were removed from the seats in the car 
and piled on the floor of the station where 
he was taken. The dying man: reposed -on 
the iikprovised couch and waited for the ar- 
rival of his parent. 

“Send for pop,’ were the first utterances 
of Bergmann when he was taken ill, “I be- 
lieve I am dying, but I will live until he 
gets here.” | 

The car was near the O'Fallon Park Sta- 
tion at the time and Conductor H. Tazette 
summoned the police. They stopped a man 
who was passing in a light wagon and 
asked him if he would get Bergmann’'s 
father at once. The man in the wagon for 
reply shouted yes and lashed his animal in- 
to a run. 

The coroner was notified of the death and 
an autopsy will be held to decide the cause 
of death. 

Bergmann was 36 years of age and was a 
patrolman on the police force until two 
years ago. He served in that capacity for 
eight years. Aftet his retirement he was 
employed as a machinist by the St. Louis 
car shops, which were his desination when 
death interrupted his journey.

FRED FISHER AND HIS SWEET- 
HEART SIGNED THE PAPER. 


THEIR MARRIAGE WAS OPPOSED 


On the Bank. of the Chemung He Took 
Her Life and Then His 
Own. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

ELMIRA, N. Y., April 19.—Because their 
marriage was opposed, Fred J. Fisher, a 
guard at the reformatory, and Anna Lin- 
berg signed a contract to die. Their dead 
bodies were found early today on the bank 
of the Chemung river, three miles from the 
city. 

In Fisher's left hand was a revolver, two 
chambers of which had been discharged. 
The girl had a bullet hole in her right tem- 
ple, while Fisher was shot through the left 


temple. It was evident that Fisher had 
stood over the girl and shot her, as there 
were no wder marks on her face, and 
had then lain down, put his arm about her, 
and taken his own life. 

The note left by the sweethearts was 
written in a bold hand. The signature ‘*An- 
na’’ was in a trembling hand. This is the 
note found in Fisher's pocket: 

CONTRACT TO DIE. 

April 17, 1901. 
Brothers and Sisters: I am alpout to 
end all with my sweetheart, who is 
willing. You will find my diamonds, 
jewelry, etc., in my trunk; also 
cemetery papers. Have money due 
me from New York State Reforma- 
tory. I wish to be buried in Roches- 

ter. FRED. 

We go together and die happy.

On the girl’s finger was a plain gold band 
ring, bearing Fisher’s initials, “F. J. F.” 

Fisher, who was 25 years old, was the son 
of John J. Fisher, a Rochester man, who 
committed suicide a year ago through de- 
spondency over the loss of his wife.

She was employed in a local silk mill.

SOLDIERS AS COLONISTS. 


= 
French are Using Madagascar for Thelr 
Experiments. 

WASHINGTON, April 19.—Gen. Gallenia, 
the military governor of Madagascar, has 
begun a new system of military coloniza- 
tion on the island, according to a communi- 
cation received at the state department 
from United States Consul Brunet, at St. 


Etienne. Already, it is stated, over 50 sol- 
dier-colonists are in possession of their con- 
cessions and are in a fair way of becoming 
independent and useful members of the 
community. 

The new system now applies, not only to 
soldiers who have finished their term of 
service in the French army, but also to 
those who are yet in their third and last 
year, and gives the colonization more of a 
domestic than a military aspect. The col- 
onist is provided with agricultural imple- 
ments and a few head of cattle to start 
with, and if he fulfills expectations as to 
his value as a member of the community 
may, borrow money at long credit and wit 
no interest. 

As an instance of the result obtained, a 
case is cited wherein a French corporal re- 
ceived a gift of 250 acres, planted potatoes 
and realized $300 from them by the end of 
the year. His little concession prospered 
steadily and last year he turned in an in- 
ventory showing the value of his tenement, 
cattle, etc., to be nearly $4,000. Considerable 
extension to the present system is contem- 
plated. 


POLICEMAN’S WIDOW SUES. 


Mrs. Looney Asks $10,000 For Death 
of Her Husband. 

Mrs. Mary Looney, widow of the late John 
P, Looney, a patrolman, who was killed 
Sept. 3, 1900, at Twelfth and Morgan streets, 
brought suit Friday against the Seckner 
Contracting Co., the Imperial Electric 
Light, Heating and Power Co. and the City 
Lighting Co. for $10,000 damages, alleging 
that they were responsible for the death of 
her husband. 

The petition recites that Looney was 
killed by an electric shock while at the po- 
lice telephone at Twelfth and Morgan 
streets. It alleges that the defendants had 
run a wire across BDighth street at Carr 
street so that it came into contact with the 
wire of the police telephone. 

It is further es ae that on Sept. 3, when 
Looney was killed, a current of 7000 volts 
was passing through the defendant's wire 
at Eighth and Carr streets. This current, 
it is averred, formed a circuit through the 

lice telephone wire, passing its current 
Sarcasm that wire. In this way, it Is al- 
leged, Officer Looney received the shock 
which caused his death.

John E. Burke, Jr., a shoemaker and son 
of a wealthy contractor, died at the City 
Hospital Friday of two bullet wounds in 
the chest, which he received during @ fight 
Thursday night with William Dalton at the 
latter’s lodging house, 706 South Second 
street. 

Conflicting stories are told of the origin of 
the quarrel by friends of the participants. 
Burke’s friends say he and several other 
men, who had been lodging in Dalton’s 
house for two years, became dissatisfied and 
announced their intention of moving. Dal- 
ton, they say, blamed Burke for having 
engendered their dissatisfaction and up- 
braided him for it. Burke denied the charge, 
they say, whereupon Dalton rushed at him. 


Burke raised a chair to defend himself and 
Dalton struck him over the head with a 
revolver, they allege, knocking him down, 
after which he ordered Burke from the

premises. Burke refused to obey and Dal- 
ton, it is averred, shot him twice. 

Dalton’s story is that Burke called at his 
place and asked for a night's lodging, al- 
though he said he had no money to pay 
for it. He says he told Burke he was not 
running a charity house and that the latter 
was so ange by the remark that he 
picked up a chair and attempted to strike 
the propsteter over the head. Dalton says 
he shot then to protect himself. 

One of the bullets struck Burke in the 
chest near the left shou!der. bone caused
